In December, 1932, the big nine 
ton “lemon” broke down, a factory 
representative was called to the 
scene and several parts were re- 
iplaced, for which subsequently a 
)bill for $1600 was received. The 
council, the mayor and the firemen 
all contend that the amount is ex- 
cessive and the city so far has re- 
| fused to pay a dime. The American 
{LaFrance people have made two re- 
| aaeainei in the original bill, and de- 
clare now that they will be satis- 
fied with a mere $1,300. 

At the council meeting charges 
were made that the truck had been 
defective from the start. When the 
breakdown occurred it had been 
driven only 1,075 miles. It was also 
declared that the motor never 
would be entirely satisfactory and 
!one councilman went so far as to 
‘suggest that the motor could be 
l sent back to the factory and a new 
Hall-Scott unit be purchased for 
less than the American LaFrance 
| bill. ; 
| The story of the breakdown is 

roughly this: On the way toa fire | 
in the Carmack addition on thet) 
fateful December 23 the support to 
the front main bearing broke off | 
and damaged several other parts. 
The factory representative replaced 
two connecting rods, a crank shaft, | 
\a fly wheel, two new cam shafts, oil | 
rings, piston rings, timing gears, | 
main bearings and base, oil pan and | 
a fan pulley. The generator and; 
magneto had to be repaired. No. 1! 
and 2 cylinder blocks and the stear- j 
ing post welded and valves ground 
| 


and refaced. 

Many of the parts returned were 
salvagable, the council contends, 
but no credit was given to the city 
for them. The council’s next move 
will be to send a bill to the factory | 
for the parts that were taken away. 

Fire Chief Frank Province jocul- 
arly remarked Tuesday night that 
all the truck needs now Is a coat of 
yellow-green paint to be a real 
“lemon.”

A check of apartment houses re- 
vealed that only the Clara street 
apartment was low on fuel oil. 
Others have enough to last them 
from two to six weeks of summer 
weather. Individual residence users, 
however, were having difficulty in 
getling supplies replenished.
